When I read of adventures, there conies

ADMITS* T11K I'AKTNKKSHir. 


The New York Trilxmr became ec- 


static over the passage of tne repeal 
bill by the Senate. It proclaimed the 
result as a Republican victory, but 
graciously acknowledged that "the Be- 
publicans owe their victory to Presi- 
dent Cleveland." 
It admitted the 


partnership between llepublicans and 
Democrats, and adds that " the Beput- 
lican Senators put aside all thoughts 
of partisan advantage and sustained 
the President loyally and without hesi- 
tation." 


It seems that a combination was 


formed between the goldbugs, irre- 
spective of past party affiliations, to 
repeal the Sherman act uncondition- 
ally. The President's advisers, if not 
himself, knew of this combination and 
perhaps assisted in negotiating the 
terms of the alliance. 
The allied 


forces knew they were numerically in 
the majority in the Senate, and that 
the bill would pass if they could get it 
to a vote. They declined to make 
terms with the silver men and would 
not listen to any compromise proposals. 
Sherman and Voorhees were aware 
that 
twenty-six 
Bepublicans 
and 


twenty-two Democrats were in the 
"combine" and that sooner or later 
they would wear out the opposition 
force the bill to a vote and pass it. 


As it would be ungrateful in the 


Administration not to acknowledge its 
obligations to the Bepublicans for the 
services which they rendered in the 
contest for repeal, it is stated that no 
Bepublican holding Federal office will 
be supplanted until the end of his 
term and not then if the Senator or 
representative from his State or dis- 
trict was one of the allied forces and 
voted for repeal. 


THE M'CKJSABV 
BILL Al'PKOVED. 


The McCreary bill amending the 


Geary Exclusion Act has been passed 
by the Senate without amendment and 
fiitrneJ by the President. It extends 
tao time for Chinese registration six 
months from the date of its passage 
and defines merchants and laborers Ho 
that no mistake need be made in de- 
termining to which class a Chinese 
person belongs. It makes it obligatory 
upon each Chinese to furnish two pic- 
tures of himself when he applies for 
registration, one of which pictures is 
attached to the registration book op- 
posite the name of the applicant, and 
the other is attached to the certificate 
given the applicant. These precautions 
are deemed necessary to identify the 
Chinese and prevent imposition. A 
Chinese laborer failing to register as 
prescribed by law will be subject to 
arrest and imprisonment without bail 
until deported. It is made the duty 
of internal revenue officers and United 
States Marshals to enforce the law. 


As the constitutionality of the act 


has been decided by the Supreme 
Co.H of the United States the Six 
Coin ' mies will not have any reason- 
ab: 
jxcuse for advising Chinese to 
ig

SAN FHANCISCO, November 3.—This 


morning's Examiner

Jose a mystery for about a year that 
has never been cleared up.

a sense of shame at Planz failure to 
keep his accounts right had preyed 
upon hia mind. For murder the only 
provocation offerdd was the jealousy 
of other men at J-lanz's attention to the

of trees fifteen feet from the sidewalk 
after they have emptied their pockets. 


The mystery and the rewards offered 


for the detection of the murderers, if 
Planz was killed by others, induced a 
score of detectives, professional and 
amateur, to investigate the case, and at 
last the missing proof has been sup- 
plied. If the documenfTthat has been 
found is genuine, and there is no reason 
to doubt its character, Henry Planz 
hung himself from that pepper tree be- 
cause he was tired of life, because he 
had made a failure in a position ol 
which he was very proud and because 
the woman he loved preferred another 
and told him so. 


Those who look upon solutions o) 


mysteries by ratiocination and induc- 
tion with distrust will not now be able 
to deny that Planz was his own 
murderer.

"My Deai 
:—Your note, received

All I ask 
of you now is to bury my secret in your 
heart. It is for yon and you alone. 
But if any one is ever finally convicted 
of murdering me tell what you know 
and show this letter. But until then 
never.

Keep out 
of the way until the excitement is over. 
And now good-by forever, and may God 
love you, my girl, better than He has 
me.

I'KIGHTFUt 
DISASTKR 
AT SKA. 


Tliiuty-lTour JLlves Lost by the Hunting 


of M Steamship. 


HAVANA, November 3.—The steam- 


ship City of Alexandria, belonging to 
the New York and Cuba Steamship 
Company, from Havana and Mantanzas 
for New York, has been burned off 
Cojlmar, entailing a loss of life esti- 
mated at thirty-four. 


The news was brought to this city 


early this morning when a small boat, 
in which was the second olfieer and 
eleven other persons from the City of 
Alexandria, entered the harbor and re- 
ported the loss of the steamer. 


They say an explosion occurred yes- 


berday afternoon on board the steamer 
and shortly after it was burning fierce- 
ly. The cause of the explosion is un- 
known. ;The fire gained such head- 
way that Captain Hoffman saw it would 
be impossible to save the vessel and 
orders were given to abandon the ship. 


The steamer had 400 hogsheads of 


rum on board, and this, when it caught 
on fire, caused an immense mass of 
flame to ascend from the hatchways, 
;he hatches having been blown off 
There was great excitement on board, 
but the officers soon succeeded in re- 
storing order. 
As soon as the fire 


alarm was sounded the crew went to 
their fire stations and the stewards 
began to carry provisions to the boats. 
There was comparatively little sea run- 
ning, and only slight difficulty was ex^ 
perienced in lowering away the boats, 
when the bell forward tolled the sig- 
nal "abandon ship." 


The scene of the burning of the 


steamer was only twenty-five miles 
from Havana, and the officers in com- 
mand of the boat had little fear of not 
reaching that port or some other place 
along the coast, 


In the first moment of terror several 


men are said to hare jumped into the 
sea. Those who arrived in the small 
boat this morning said sixty had been 
drowned, many of them through the 
upsetting of boats. 
Later reports, 


icwever, show that none of the small 
boats were upset, and that many of 
those at first reported as lost reached 
Baouranap in safety. The number of 


persona drowned is now believed to 
be thirty-four or thirty-five. 


When the news of the disaster 


reached here a number of tugs were 
sent to the burning steamer to render 
what assistance they could. Two of 
these tugs returned this afternoon 
bringing nineteen survivors of the 
vessel. 


LOCKED IN AN ASYLUM. 


Sensational Charges Preferred Against 


the Stockton Agylum. 


STOCKTOX, November 3.—At the meet- 


tag of the Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners last night a sensation was 
sprung by a well-known citizen, W. F. 
Freeman, who appeared before that 
body and announced himself ready to 
prefer charges against Chief of Police 
Henry and the entire police force. He 
accused the officers of railroading a 
loan, friendless woman to the insane 
asylum without the formality of a trial 
or a proceeding in court of* any sort, 
and intimated that her property had 
been taken by Deputy Coroner Powers. 


Mr- Freeman made the story all the 


more sensational by implicating in the 
outrage he described Rev-. Father Slavin 
assistant to Kev, Father O'Connor. 


A careful investigation of the story 


told by Mr. Freeman shows that his 
conclusions were too hastily drawn, 
and that, while it is true that a woman 
was sent to the Pacific Hospital with- 
out being committed in court, there is 
little room to censure the officers, and 
no reason at all to find any fault with 
the priest, who simply acted as a good 
Samaritan. 


Terrible Boiler .Explosion. 


NEW YORK, November 3.—Six men 


killed, several others supposed to be 
dead under the ruins, a dozen injured, 
several horses dead and property dam- 
aged to the extent of about $10,000 is 
the sum total of the havoc wrought by 
the explosion of a boiler this after- 
noon in the stables of the Drydock 
and Battery Street Railway on Easl 
Twenty-fourth street. 


Without warning about 1 o'clock a 


terrific crash was heard and the air was 
filled with bricks, timbers, iron anc 
debris of every description. Escaping 
steam roared and hissed above the 
tumult. In a short time, however, il 
exhausted itself, and through the dusl 
could be seen a picture of wreck anc 
destruction. The destruction of the 
buildings was complete and terrible 
Sergeant Washington Mullin of the 
Boiler Inspection Bureau says the ex- 
plosion was caused by over-pressure 
Far into the night laborers were 
work clearing the wreck away.

WEATHER 


Storm ami Warm Waves—Theories of 


Storing — Auroral I»nplayn and Son 
Spots.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 4,1893. 


My last bulletin gave forecasts of the 


storm wave to cross the continent from 
the 5th to the 9th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 10th, 
cross the western mountains by the 
close of the llth, the great central val- 
leys from the 12th to the 14th, and the 
eastern states about the 15. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 10th, the 
great central valleys about the 12th, 
and the Eastern States about the 14th. 
The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 13th, the great 
entral valleys about the 15th, and the 
Eastern States about the 17th. 


Very severe storms may be expected 


;o cross the continent from November 
16th to December 9th. 


It is surprising to see how many 


readers confuse 
my forecasts with 


those of the national weather bureau. 
I have nothing to do with anything 
dated at 
Washington, and cannot 


afford to be held responsible for any- 
thing more than my own errors. Give 
us planetary Meteorologists fair critics, 
and we are always ready to compare 
oil*1 long range forecasts with the short 
range forecasts of the national weather 
bureau notwithstanding their govern- 
ment aid of over two thousand dollars 
a day. 


Too many readers overlook the con- 


ditions under which my forecasts are 
made, All should remember that the 
weather changes are expected within 
twenty four hours of sunset of the day 
named, and therefore not necessarily 
on that day. 


CURRENT THEORIES OF STORMS. 


Prof. Bigelow,of the national weather 


bureau, says: "That the meteorologi- 
cal syetem is somewhat dependent 
upon the 
coronel 
magnetic fleld» 


hardly admits of further doubt, and 
consequently there is grounds for the 
modification of the current theories of 
storms." 


That is the first time that anybody 


connected with the national weather 
bureau has admitted a possibility that 
planetary Meteorologists have 
the 


correct theory as to weather changes, 
and now it is stated in the public press 
that his investigations are to be dis- 
continued by the department of agri. 
culture. 


In another paragraph Prof. Bigelow 


says: -'Storms tend to accumulate, 
and severe weather is most frequent 
after the 3d, llth, 17th, 2<5d and 26th 
days. Herein is an admirable source 
of long range weather predictioas in 
general terms." This 
quotation is 


somewhat remarkable, coming from its 
high and responsible authority. Start- 
ing wiih what he calls the 3d day and 
counting to the 26th is twenty-three 
days, and counting the first as one, 
this twenty-three days exactly covers 
five of my storm waves, not widely 
differing from tho five disturbances 
mentioned by him 


But Prof. Bigelow will not be per- 


mitted to follow up this work, for with 
a long range system of forecasts per- 
fected, the dealers in cereal options 
would have no great advantage over 
the Agriculturalists, and the former 
are so powerful no position is secure 
when they desire to get an objectional 
person out of what they consider their 
field of operations. 


MAGNETIC INFLUENCES. 


The facts as to magnetic influences 


of the sun on our earth were not 
obtained by Prof. Bigelow by examin- 
ing the sun, but from the records of 
magnetic action at various places all 
around and on the earth, therefore it 
is only a theory with him as to the sun 
being the sole causes of these magnetic 
disturbances. I believe him to be in 
error as to some portions of his theory 
on which he has no proof. His idea is 
that there are places on the sun that 
send out great magnetic disturbances, 
and that these &velop the earth at in- 
tervals, because of the rotation of the 
sun on its axis. Prof. Tice held that a 
new, 
or undiscovered, planet called 


Vulcan is the cause of these magnetic 
disturbances. 
When the truth is 


known, all the planets will be found to 
have something to do with these mag- 
netic throbs, or heartbeats of the solor 
system. 


The difference between the investi- 


gations made by Prof. Bigelow and 
those made by planetary meteorlogists 
is, that he has taken the recorded 
changes in magnetism, and found that 
this force comes to the earth in peri- 
odic waves, while we have taken the 
weather records for many years, and 
found that great weather disturbances 
have come and continued to occur coin- 
cident with certain positions of the sun, 
moon, and planets, these positions 
being such as, according to the laws of 
magnetism, would cause magnetic and 
weather disturbances on the earth. We 
have also found that sun spots, mag- 
netic storms, great weather events and 
the magnetic disturbing positions of 
sun. moon and planets are coincident. 
Therefore we hold that it is the planet- 
ary positions that cause all these dis- 
turbances through magnetic or electro- 
magnetic influences. 


AUROBAL DISPLAYS AND SUN SPOTS. 
Prof. Weeder of Lyons, N. Y., has re- 


corded the auroral displays, and has 
demonstrated that they are coincident 
with the sun spots. Prof. Bigelow finds 
that the sun spots, or the rotation of 
the sun, coincides with the magnetic 
throbs on the earth, and planetary 
meteorologists hare demonstrated that 
weather changes are coincident with 
sun spots, aurora, and certitin positions 
of the sun moon and planets relative to 
each other.

The progress now being made on this 


and many other questions of great im- 
portance is greatly indebted to the 
newspapers and very little to orthodox 
scientists.

ing thinkers, reach the people through 
the daily and weekly press, and public 
opinion soon forces the orthodox 
scientists out of their old rats. 


As never before, the world is honey- 


combed with new thought, and the old 
being rapidly turned down. Not only 
in scientific matters is this true, but in 
all that relates to man. Why this 
wonderful bound, this swift-flying new 
thought as if on the wings of a Mer- 
cury? 


This age of electricity and of electric 


thought may be the result of a great 
magnetic equinox, which, if the un- 
known of the universe is paterned after 
the known, must occur at intervals of 
about 13,000 years, when our solar 
system passes its equinox with the 
great center around which it moves ha 
about 26,000 years.

LONG DISTANCE AND SHORT CIRCUIT 


TELEPHONES. ' 


Who Use the 1'oriuer and What They Van 


Them For—The Charges Seera High, bat 
They Permit the Usn of Considerable 
Conversation—A I*ctnre For Test Calls. 
A continuous long distance telephone 


line extends between Boston and Mil- 
waukee, a distance, as the line is run, of 
1,300 milts. 


A reporter 
%vbo was •wondenng, as . 


many other people are \vondering, no 
doubt, if the long distance telephone cir- 
cuits are much used, and if so by -what 
class of people and for what purposes, 
called to aek those questions of Edward 
P. Meany, absistant general manager of 
the company, in the main office, at 18 
Cortlandt street. 
"Yes," said Mr. Meaney, "the long 


distance service is nsed to such a satis- 
factory extent that it is being constantly 
extended. In the far western part of 
our territory Milwaukee has been added 
to the system, and this side of Chicago a 
line has recently been run down from 
Toledo to Dayton O., and from Dayton 
extensions are making which will bring 
Cincinnati and Indianapolis into the serv- 


ice. "What class of interviews is most 
conducted over the longer circuits?" 


"I should say that social and domestic 


affairs bring most of the patrons now, 
although there are some business inter- 
views conducted." 


Mr. Meaney explained that the charges 


for long distance interviews are based 
upon five minutes' conversation as a 
unit. That is, the charge between New 
York and Washington is |3, between 
New York and Chicago f9, for each five 
minutes or portion of that time. This 
does not include the time used in mak- 
ing the connection or bringing the par- 
ties to the ends of the line. All sub- 
scribers to the long distance telephone 
can be connected with the circuits just 
as they are in the l.u-al busine-a. If a 
man is wanted who i- i>ot a, r .bscriber 
to the long distance str\.. .' J is hunted 
up and brought to a ceiitivil station 
without charge. 


When two people get fairly started on 


a long di&tauce mteiview, they can talk 
from 400 to 600 words in five minutes, 
according to tho subject and their famil- 
iarity with it. It is a fact that most in- 
terviews end before the unit of time has 
elapsed. One Now York woman who 
had her sou at bouth Bend, Ind., where 
he is at school, called up anxiously, asked 
.her startled hopeful if she had put his 
winter flannels in his trunk, if he had 
not maliciously carried off bis father's 
razor and if hib tooth had stopped ach- 
ing. Being satisfactorily answered on 
all these points, she paid for the service 
and went on her way rejoicing. 


Business men chiefly use the long dis- 


tance service to consult about terms of 
contracts or to report the text of con- 
tracts which must be repeated to insure 
accuracy. 


The chief difference between the long 


distance and the short circuits is that in 
the former what is called a metallic serv- 
ice is used—that is, in talking between 
New York and Chicago, a distance of 
1,000 miles, tho service is really over 2,000 
miles of wire, as the wire, instead of be- 


,ing 
grounded at both ends to complete 


the circuit, is doubled or looped to make 
the complete circuit metallic. The in- 
structions for speaking and listening are 
the same as those printed for the use of 
the ordinary telephone, and the result, 
so far as hearing is concerned, is rather 
better over a thousand miles than over 


one. 
This is owing to the metallic cir- 


cuit, which does away with the madden- 
ing burr-r-r resulting from induction 
and from the use of a heavier and su- 
perior copper wire. The wire used in 
the long distance service weighs 870 
pounds a mile, the ordinary service wire 
weighing bat 840 poundb. 


Mr. Meaney said that while there was 


no mechanical reason why the service 
should not be continued across the con- 
tinent, it is not probable that, for the 
present at least, it will go beyond the 
Mississippi river, owing to the great cost 
of construction, operating and mainte- 
nance expenses. When these facts had 
been given to the reporter, Mr. Meaney 
asked if » chat with Chicago would not 
aid an understanding of the subject. The 
reporter thought it might, and Mr. Mea- 
ney drew toward him a movable stand- 
ard telephone instrument and called up 
Chicago. That active city quickly re- 
sponded, and the telephone was turned 
over to the reporter. The thousand-mile- 
away voice began In a clear singsong 
voice, "This is the World's fair tele- 
phone exchange station." 


'•That's all right," said the reporter. 


"I'm a Sun man and wanted to hear 
your voice." 


Then it laughed and eaid in a natural 


manner: 


"I have to answer about 90 'test' calls 


a day, and so have made up a little lec- 
ture which I give them free." 


Then a conversation of several min- 


utes followed, unbroken by a "burr-r-r," 
a "zip-tsing" or a single "what's that?"— 
New York Sun. 


A I.ife I4ne Suggestion. 


It is evidently a veteran sailor who 


makes the suggestion that, as a vessel 
always goes ashore to leeward, and the 
life line shot from the shore must there- 
fore be fired against the wind, and with 
all the difficulties which this implies, 
every vessel should carry a supply of 
rockets, which, attached to deep sea log 
line and signal halliards, would connect 
them much more speedily with the 
shore.—Boston Transcript.

The English government has at last' 


determined to deal with the more than 
ever vital question of the unemployed, 
and their experiments will be watched 
with interest by all the world. Sir John 
Gorst has" 
pronounced himself in favor 


of a. plan for dealing with the question 
in the rural districts which has received 
the sympathetic consideration of the 
government. The proposal is to em- 
power the local authorities to buy or 
lease waste or unoccupied land, and to 
turn the surplus labor upon it. 


By this means it is believed that, tens 


of thousands of acres now useless could 
be wade fertile by spade labor and at 
the same-time an effective checl: be put 
upon the persistent migration of unem- 
ployed agricultural laborers into the 
towns, an evil which is the despair of 
many economists. It is asserted that 
this is almost the only way profitably to 
employ the idle without winging them 
into subsidized competition with actual 
workers. 


Meanwhile that energetic and remark- 


ably practical socialist member of par- 
liament, John Burns, after many inter- 
views and much correspondence with 
Mr. Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, has persuaded that gen- 
tleman to issue a circular to the local 
authorities giving them permission to 
institute relief works for unemployed 
ablebodied men, and urging them to take 
full advantage of the novel power thus 
conferred. There is nothing to prevent 
relief works from taking the form of the 
reclamation of waste land, and some 
authorities will probably utilize the 
men's labor in that manner. 


John Burns tells me there are 14,000 


(statutory local authorities, so that if 
each finds employment for only 10 men 
a total of 140,000 will receive work this 
winter. But it is more likely thut work 
will be found for 230,000 of the great 
army of the unemployed, and that no 
fewer than 1,003,000 persons will benefit 
therefrom.—New York Sun's London 
Letter.
